BY-LAWS 

(Amended  and  revised  to  13th  February,  1887). 


ART.  I. — NAME. 


This  society  shall  h-  known  hv  the  name  and  title 
of 'The  Young  Men's  Hebrew  Benevolent  Society 
of  Montreal."  ' 


ART.  II.— OBJKCTS. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  assist  and 
grant  temporary  relief  to  sick  and  indigent  persons 
of  the  Hebrew  Religion. 


ART.   in. — MKMBKRSHIP. 

Any  person  of  the  Hebrew  Faith  and  of  the  ace  of 
thirteen  years  and  upwards  shall  be  eligible  for  mem- 
bership.  Tlie  society  shall  not  be  dissolved  while  ten 
members  remain.  Application  for  membership  may 
be  made  at  any  time  to  the  Hoard  of  Directors,  who 
shall  consider  the  same  as  soon  as  possible,  and  there- 
upon the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  applicant  of  the 
decision.  As  a  mark  of  esteem  and  respect  any  person 
may  be  elected  an  Honorary  Member  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  TTIfTnlvrC  nr4>con»  o*  «    .., -1    _ 

of  the  Society.  All  members  shall  be   subject   to  the 
Deed  of  Incorporation  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society. 
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ART.   IV.— OFFICERS. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society  shall  con- 
sist  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  five 
Directors,  who  shall  serve  for  two  years,  three  Direc- 
tors  being  elected  one  year,  and  two  the  next,  and 
so  to  proceed  alternately  thereafter.  AJI  Officers  are 
eligible  for  re-election. 


ART.   v.— MEETINGS. 

The  Society  shall  hold  two  meetings  in  each  year 
the  Annual  Meeting  in  the  month  of  October,  and 
the  semi-annual  in  the  month  of  April,  on  days  to  be 
respectively  fixed  by  the  Hoard  of  Directors  and  of 
which  one  week's  notice  must  be  given  to  the  mem-* 
bers.  Special  general  meetings  of  the  Society  shall 
be  called  by  the  ^e.Tetary,  after  one  week's  notice, 
upon  order  of  the  President  or  the  Board  of  Dircc- 
tors,  or  upon  the  vritten  requisition  of  eight  mem- 
bers. I'lfteen  mt.nbers,  including  Officers,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  all  General  meetings  The 
election  of  Ofricers  and  presentation  of  Reports  shall 
take  place  at  the  Annual  meeting. 


ART.    VI.— SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

llie  annual  subscription  of  members  shall  l)e  Five 
dollars,  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  Any  mem- 
ber  who  is  in  arrears  for  six  months  shall  not  hare  a 
nght  to  vote  at  any  meeting.  The  names  of  members 
w.,o  -'ire  in  arrears  foi  twu  years  may  be  struck  from 
the  roll  of  membership,  without  notice,  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  payment  of  the  amount  due  en- 
forced  by  Law. 
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ART.   VII.— IRF.SIDENT. 

'I'he  President  shall  preside  nt  all  niecriiur,  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Poard  o1  Directcrs.  si^nihe  min- 
utes of  the  same,  and  siiierintendthe  Society's  af/airs 
general  y.  lie  shall  name  all  Cummittees'required 
by  the  Society  or  the  Hoard. 


ART.    VIII.— VICE-I'RISIDK.NT. 

The  \ice-President  shall,  in  the  al)sence  (,f  the 
President,  or  on  the  Proideni.al  chair  becomin-r 
vacant,  exercise  all  the  lights  api.ertaininrr  to  fha't 
office.  ** 


ART.    IX.— TRKASIRIR. 

The  Treasurer  shall   receive  and  account   for  nil 
monies  belonyin-  to  the  Society,   and  disburse  the 
same  on  order^si-ned  by  the   President  oi  the  kelief 
(imimittee.      lie  shall   keep    the  1  inance  books  of 
the  Society,  and  the  accounts  of  the  Members.      He 
shall  deposit  all  monies  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars   in  some    chartered    P.ank  in    the  name  of  the 
vSociety,    and  approved   of  by    the    Hoard,    and  all 
cheques  thereon  shall  be  signed  jointly  by  him  and 
the  1  resident,     lie  shall  submit  a  detailed  financial 
statement  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  aflo-d  all 
imormation  with  regard  to  the  finances  of  the  Society 
when  required.  ' 


AKl.     X.  — Si:(  RKIARV. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  members  of  nil  meet- 
ings, keep  a  roll  (  f  the  members'  onmes,  as  als)  a 
reeoif'  •  the  minuti-s  of  the  .Society  and  of  the  Hoard 
of  iJir  .ois,  and  attend  to  the  Society's  correspon- 
clence  nnd  such  olht-r  duties  as  generally  ajijicrtnin  to 
that  office . 


AR'I  .    XL — IJOARI)    01     DIKICIOKS. 

The  B(\'ird  of  1  irectors  shall  be  the  governing 
body  of  the  Societ> ;  they  shall  meet  at  least  once 
a  month.  Three  shall  form  a  (quorum  at  their  meet- 
ings. 'I1)ey  shall  sul)  divide  themselves  into  Com- 
mittees of  Relief,  and  may  add  to  such  Committees 
from  the  member^.  The  said  (.ommiliees  of  Relief 
shall  serve  in  rotali<->n,  and  upon  any  case  cf  distress 
coming  to  their  knowledge,  shall  institute  emiuiries 
as  to  thecireum>tance  and  character  of  the  api>lieant, 
and  grant  relief  if  they  deem  it  necessary  to  an 
amount  not  to  exceed,  in  any  one  case,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars.  Applications  involving  an  exj.endi- 
ture  of  over  fifteen  dollais  must  be  considered  l)y  the 
Hoard.  The  Committees  of  Relief  shall  during  their 
term  of  service  collect  the  subscriptions  and  arrears 
due  to  the  Society  and  hand  the  ^ame  to  the  Trea- 
surer as  soon  as  j  ossible.  Rej  ort  shall  be  made 
of  the  name,  age,  sex.  nativity,  and  occupation  of  all 
applican.ts  f.-r  relief  and  of  all  sucji  otiier  inf'>rmation 
relating  to  them  a->  maybe  useful  to  the  Society,  the 
whole  of  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  Register  kej)t 
by  the  hecretary  for  such  pur])ose. 
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ART.    Xli.  —  MNDs. 

There  shall  he  two  funds  of  the  So(  iety,  the  Gene 
ral  Kmcl  and  the  -Reserve  Kund."  Tlj  General 
^nnd  shall  consist  of  all  sums  received  from  the 
memoers  and  suhscrihers,  and  shall  he  applied  to 
he  general  objects  of  the  Society.  The  Reserve 
Hmd  shall  consist  cf  all  sums  received  by  d,>na  on' 
o.  becjuests  thereto.  The  annual  interest  of  the  Re 
serve  In.nd  shall  be  added  to  the  General  Fund

ART.    XIII.  — FISCAL     YEAR.

ART.    XVI.— AMENDMENTS. 

Tliese  by-laws  cannot  be  suspended  as  a  whole, 
but  at  any  meeting  any  special  by  law  may  be  sus 
pended  for  the  same  on  a  three  fourths  majority. 
Six  months  notice  at  least  must  be  given  in  writing 
of  all  proposed  repeals,  alterations  and  amendments 
to  these  by-laws,  and  the  same  shall  only  be  carried 
by  a  two  thirds  vote.
